this Subject; fome things may be {poken of, tho” 


true, which may not be Seafonable: But F would 
have all Mankind Judge of the Provocation gi- 
ven me, which indeed does not affect me alone, 
but the whole People of England that are not 
minded to be Slaves. ; When we are told Pub- 
lickly in Print Tat by the Revolution we loft our 
Conttitution, ad all our Civil Rights depending 
thereupon ceasd with it , "tis high time to write 
in Vindication of the Revolution, and tho’ pers 
haps thefe Men may have more! Favour trom fome 


People than my felf, that fhall not deter me’ 


from doing my Duty, , 

I have look’d very narrowly after this thing 
called Arbitrary Power, in all the Hiftories that 
have come to my Hand, and where ever I have 
found it, it has been efteemed an Ugly Monfler, 
that has Devonred Liberty and Property, and the 
People have every where been up in Arms againit 
It, as Opportunities have occur’d. 

We'll look back, and then come to the Tranf- 
actions of latter times, The Ancient Kings of 
Lurgundy Ruled by~Limitations of Law: To 
which we may Confult the Laws of Gondebaud, 
yet Extant,-which were made, Habito Conjilio 
Comitum €& Proterum, By and with the Advice of 
the Earls and Lords, who fet their Hands to the 
Law as well-as King Gondebaud. And thefe Laws 
were made for the Good of the Community, and 


according thereto the King was toDemean him: 


Self, aud Govern the People. ; 

But King Sigifmond, not contenting himfelf 
to Govern according to thefe Laws, but U/urping 
on the Liberties of the People, on whom he Com- 
mitted many Outrages: And to convince Mankind 
that when Princes become Arbitrary, they lay 
alide Humanity and Natural Afettion; He caufed 
his own.Son to be Strangled without-any Form 
of Law; at which his Subjects grew Enraged, 








and began to Arm againft him ; but he made baffé 
to be gone, Adfented and Hid hamfe!lf, taking up- 
on him a Fryar. ‘dabit, as a mark ot Repentance: 
But this Foolz/h Ceremony would pot ferve turn, 
for as {oon as he appeared again, he was Seized 
by the People, and by them delivered up to 
Clodomer, King of Orleaus, who carried hun to 
France, where he foon after expir'd in a Tragicak 
manner. 

Charles the Great was the firft that aflurned the 
Title of Roman Emperor, and he Ruled according 
to the Laws and Cu/toms of the Princes of Germa- 
ny, who were utter Abhorrers of Abfolute and Ty 
rannical Government, if we may believe Tacitus. 

Lewis le Grand, of himfelt did Acknowledge, 
that the Members of the Empire had their {Khare of 
the Soveraign Power. Sed quanquam Summa hujus 
Minifterty in noftra Perfona conj:ftere videatur ; tae 
men tF Divina Authoritate,7 Humana Ordinatione, 
ita per Partes divifum cle cognofcitur, ut unufquif- 
que veftrum,in Suo loco OF Ordine,Partém noftri Minis 
flevij babere cognofcatur. Thus he exprefled himfelf 
in the Aflembly of the States General, who were 
Witnelles thereof themfelves, arid trom whence 
it is Recorded. In Capitular. Lib. 2. 1it. 3, and 
in Englifh it is this. But tho? the wbole of ivis 
Miniftry feems to confff in our fngle Perfons 
yet it is known to be fo fhared and divided, as well 
by Divine Authority, as Humane Oruination, 
that every one of you,in bis Refpectiye Place and Oy- 
der, is kifown to partake of this Miniftry. 

To this agrees what is faid by that Eminent 
French Lawyer, Charles du Moulin. Ergo Solum 
Caput non Omnia poteft, imo pevfona Principis non 
of Caput nifi Organicum ; Sed: verum Caput eff Prins 


ctpatus Ipfe, cum@Membris Integrantibus. i.e. Where». 


fore the Head alone ‘cannot do ail, yea, the Perfor 
of the Prince zs only the Organigal Head, but the. 
True Head is the Principality it felf, witb its 
Integral Conttituting Members. 

The Germans ever did hold it as a certain 
Truth, That it is a Right Inherent in the Empive, 
for Male- Adminiftration, to deprive an Ei peror of 


the Imperial Power and Dignity, and to confer the 


fame on another. '

of the firft, is the Depofition of ‘Lewis the Good, in 
the Year 333. Thofe that Read Books may find 
the Particulars (which will be too tedious for me 
to mention) in Baronivs, Goldaft, du Chefne, and 
le Comte. But depofed he was, and the thing was 
done with the Confent of the Biflops and all the 
Nobility ; there were many Articles of Mif-Go- 
vernment exhibited againit him; but above all,

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they Accnfe him of the Breach of bis Coronation 
Oath. And tho’ this Lewis was afterwards Re 
ftored to the Throne, the Power the State had to 
Rejet a Prince was nevet contefted, but it was 


given for Reafon, That be bad not been duly convina 


ced of the Crimes laid to bis Charge. 

The Depofition of Henry the 4th, 18 another 
Example. The Reafow whereof, was Male-4dmi- 
nitration, in Affaming a Power not warranted 
by the Imperial Capitulations, and other Laps. 
The Arch-Bifhops, Bifops, Dukes and Earls Arm 
themfelves againft him, and declare, That they 
bad not Sworn to'bim, till be bad engaged bimfelf 
by his Oath to them, to Obferve.the Laws and the 
Capitulations of the Empire ; fo that having now 
Violated them, they were jet free from the Oath they 
bad Sworn to bim : and that they confider’d bim as 
an Enemy, againft whom they would Wage War to 
their laff Breath. Very good Reafons for the Exe 
pulfion of a Tarquin. 

One of the laft Inftances we find in the Depo- 
fition of the Emperor Wenceflaus, who, for the 
former Reafons,was depofed by the Eledors of the 
Empire, in the Year 1400, after he had been 
“twice taken Prifoner, Admonithed by the State, 
and defired to amend his TFyrannical Life. - 

You fee the Papi/ts themfelves will not take up 
with Arbitrary Power, and Tyranny is as Odious 
in the Empire as elfewhere ; But the poor Prote- 
fants have gone to Pot by the & bitrary Emperors, 
who, not thinking it fafe to Tafte the Blood of 
the Catholicks, have Glutted themfelves with that 
of the Reformed: And can it be otherwife, where 
the Bloody Fejutts Stéer the Ship ot State ?—But 
we muit not give the People too much of this at 
once; belides, "tis neceflary for you to give me 
an Account of what’s done at London. — There 
are Dark ‘Things a hatching.
